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Prior to October 19^0, the undamaged barracks installation on the 
eastern edge of Oppeln (P Jl/J 175, vi'hich formerly quartered a 
German replacement battalion, was occupied by Soviet troops. 

The installation is bounded by ITalapane Strasse on the north, 
by Sedan Strasse on the west and by ul. 3-go.Kaja, formerly 
Zimmer Strasse^on the south. An apartment house for Soviet

officers and their families vjas located southwest of the 
Installation, on the north side of Zimmer Strasse. A building 
opposite the Peter and Paul Church on Zimmer Strasse housed 
the Polish UB (Security Police) headquarters. 

In the fall of 1950, Polish tanks were seen in the forner 
Artlllerie Kaserne on the west bank of the Oder River, on the 
southwestern edge of Ilalbendorf (P 5l/J 17). 

The former I'achrlchten Uaserne about ^00 meters northwest of 
the western railroad station, on the north side of the railroad 
line to Brieg (P 03), vjas occupied by Soviet troops. (1)

The barracks installation about 1,500 meters southeast of the 
western railroad station and south of Stefanshoeh. quartered 
Polish soldiers i-’ho ^vore khaki uniforms with wrapped leggings 
and round visor-type caps with a red band and the Polish eagle 
on them. Prior to their military training, the soldiers had 
been committed to work in coal mines and on building sites 
outside the city for one year and xvere now serving their term 
of active duty. They said that their quarters were occupied 
beyond capacity. (R) 
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5. The MO (Militia) headquarters was located in the former post 
office on Krakauerstrasse on the eastern bank of the Oder River, 
about 40 meters west of the main railroad station. 

6. No Soviet and Polish troops were in Klosterbrueck (Czarnowasi) 

(P Jl/J l8), where about 20 private apartment houses ivere 
vacated by Soviet officers an d soldiers in the summer of 1950.

The northernmost bridge across the Oder River in Oppeln, which 
had been destroyed during the war, was reconstructed of wood to 
allow traffic of vehicles and pedestrians. The southern railroad 
bridge was rebuilt as an arched steel construction after World 
War II. The bridge between had not been reconstructed. (3)

9o In October 1950* Soviet soldiers v;ere observed in the streets 
of Schneidemuehl, No Polish soldiers were seen there. Soviet 
inscriptions were observed in some shops and tins on the main

10. In the su^er of 1950 > Soviet troop trains passed through 
Ghodzlez (P 53/S 12), heading for Schneidemuehl. Soviet 
express trains with Soviet officers, soldiers and some civilians 
were daily observed heading toward Poznan (P 53A 26).

have been quartered in the barracks installation in Stefanshoeh 
in February 1950. However, this barracks installation was also 
reported to have been occupied by Soviets in November I950, 

(3) The double-tracked railroad bridge across the Oder River, which 
was about 178 meters long, was destroyed in January I 945 . Its 
reconstruction is reported for the first time. 

There have been previous indications that the airfield may be in 
use, either by Soviets or Poles. 
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
